Class “A” Projet of the season.

A WATER: GATE” 


The subject of this program is the proposed creation of an 
approach of a monumental nature, on the water front of a city 
of importance situated on a great inland lake. 


This approach will the place of official reception for distin- 
guished visitors to the city arriving by water. It will also be 
used for celebrations and pageants of an historical nature. 


This composition will become a décorative spot near the heart 
of the city, but otherwise placed in a lake shore park of 
considerable extent. 


The arrangement of the approach, the harbor protections, 
avenues and gardens will all be part of this competition. 


The elements involved, therefore, will be treated as a general 
plan at small scale, with more specific attention to be given 
to the landing place and its immediate ‘surroundings. On!y 
smaller craft and not ships will reach the landing place. 


The required elements of the composition will be as follows: 


A main terrace forming the place of reception, together with - 
the place of landing, within a harbor protected by breakwaters. 


A monumental connection between this place of reception and 
an intersection of streets of considerable importance, one of 
which will be the boundary of the lake shore park, and the other 
at right angles to this boundary and the main axis of the com- 
position.

CLASS “A & B” ARCHAEOLOGY IV PROJET 


“A STATE BED CHAMBER IN THE EMPIRE 
STYLE” 


It is proposed for the subject of this program the important 
end of a State Bed Chamber in the Empire Style. A State 
Bed Chamber was never used as a sleeping apartment, but was 
usually connected with the private apartments of the Emperor 
and Empress, who used the State Bed Chamber for morning 
levees or receptions. It was also used immediately after the 


birth of the heir to the throne when the Empress reclined on the 


bed and the child was shown to the Ministers and Officials of 
the Court as witnesses to establish legitimacy. 

- The Empire Style was the architectural expression of the rapid 
rise of Napoleon’s power. So little time was available to create 
new impressions, that the Empire Period in decoration was more 
or less the adaptation of certain features of old forms already 
created. The craftsmen trained in Louis XVI Period executed 
most of this work. The decorations of the palaces of Napoleon 
reflect his conquest of Egypt and his imitation of the Roman 
Emperors. These motives and decorations were quickly copied 
by others. 


This Bed Chamber is to be rectangular in shape, 60 feet long, 
35 feet wide, and 30 feet high, except the important end, which 
is left free as to shape. It is supposed that this end. will give 
the general key of decoration to the remaining three sides of 
the Chamber. If the ceiling is treated in a curved manner, the 
height given above may be slightly exceeded. This end is to 
be decorated to include the State Bed, which, if desired, may 
be placed in an alcove projecting into the chamber, and can 
be treated in different ways incorporating architectural decora- 
tions and details, such as raising the bed on a dais, columns, 
balustrades, draperies, pieces of furniture, etc.
